Mr Justice Maguire presided yesterday at 
a sitting of the Land Commission Tribunal, 
Upper Merrion street, Dublin. Commissioners 
Browne and Mansfield were also present. 

Michael Croghan, Kailglass, Strokestown, 
Co. Roscommon, owner of a farm of 32 acres, 
appealed against the purchase price of £312 
fixed by the Land Commission for the acquisi- 
tion of his land. The Court allowed the sum 
of £500 and £20 costs. 

Mr. P. J. Nugent (instructed by Mr. P. 
J. Neilan, solicitor, Roscommon) appeared for 
the owner. 

The Tribunal decided to send down an 
assessor to value the property in the case in 
which Martin MacDonagh appealed against 
the Land Commission’s valuation of £3,926 
for the purchase of land, with a large 
dwellinghouse, some seven or eight miles from 
Limerick 

Mr. Carson, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
Blake and Kenny, Galway), informed the 
Tribunal that the owner’s valuation of the 
property was £6,550. and adduced evidence 
in support of the claim. It was shown that 
there was timber on the land valued at 
£610. | 

Judgment was given for £2,200, with £25 
costs, in the case of the appeal of Mr. P. 
J. Morrissey, owner of a farm of 116 acres, 
less than six miles from Kilkenny City. The 


Land Commission had fixed the compulsory. 


purchase price at £2,000. 

It was stated in evidence that last year 
70 acres were let for £245.

La Vis Parisienne. By Sachevell Sitwell.

HIS little book is a tribute to 
Offenbach ; that is what the author 

tells us. Yet it is not a direct tribute, 
nor is it merely a detailed appreciation of 
that genius of comic opera. It is some- 


thing too unusual to be classified, too | 


utterly delightful to be explained, Mr. 
Sitwell takes us into the theatre in Paris 
on the 3lst October, 1866, for the first 
performance of ‘‘La Vie Parisienne; 
We are introduced to the players and then 
to the audience. After the first act we 
are taken outside to view contemporary 
Paris with the scholarly, but far from 
pedaritic, Mr. Sitwell as our guide. We 
seo the Emperor, calm and dignified, 
skating in the enclosure of the Tir aur 
Pigeons, and we hear the murmurs of 
disapproval from the onlookers when the 
Empress* (who is not very skilful on 
skates) falls, and accentuates the short- 
ness of her crinoline. We are taken to 


meet Cora Pearl, and find her toute nue 


on a couch in her salon, entertaining a 
number of. diplomats, senators and 
academicians before the rite of dressing 
begins. We see the streets of Paris 
crowded with many kinds of carriages, 
caléches, landaux, chaises, phaetons, and 
so on, occupied by ladies in billowing 
crinolines and gentlemen in cylindres. 
From time to time we return to the 
theatre to hear more of “La Vw 
Parisienne,” which is the theme of this 
charming fantasy of Paris iw the ‘sixties. 
Mr. Sitwell no introduction, and it 
only remains to be said that this book 
contains all the charm, grace, penetrating 
criticism and accuracy of detail that we 
have learned to expect from him.

He also appreciates that the poor 
people of Spain were not getting a

For example, a 
manager should never be 
shown the picture captioned “ Showing a 
Lady to a Table in.a Restaurant “; if by 
any chance he should sce it his life would 
be ruined. His smile on ushering a lady 
to her seat would cease to be ingratiating ; 
i; would develop a cynical twist, because 
he would be unable to forget the sketch.

The new Ireland will have the best of poth 
worlds. President de Valera will be im a 
position to convince his followers that all 


public—for the twenty six counties—have 
been secured, as, i , they will have 
been secured—while at the same time all 
the advantages of membership of the 
British Commonwealth will be retained. 
Citizens of Hire will be treated precisely 
as if they were full members of the 
Commonwealth. The day when passports 
will be needed between Dun Laoghaire and 
Holyhead is still far off. 

The new Constitution is the law of the 
land. We accept it as such, and shall do 
our best to promote its success in every 
way. We shall not pretend that we like 
it, or that we regard it even as a necessary 
evil; but there it is, and it is the duty of 
every responsible citizen, whatever may be 
his private views, to render it Joyal 
obedience. Two important features of the 
new Constitution remain to be imple- 
mented before it can come fully into force. 
The new Senate must be constituted, and 
the Head of the State must be elected by 
popular vote. There has been a great deal 
of foolish talk about the Senate. Mr. de 
Valera has bed abused roundly on all 
sides, and, to some extent, he has deserved 
the hard things that have been said about 
him, There never was any need to abolish 
the old Senate, which, for all its fauJts— 
and we do not deny that it had faults— 
probably was as good a second chamber 


Mr, de Valera acted petulantly. He made 
a bad blunder, but was man enough to 
admit his mistake. Now that he has 
decided to creute a new Senate we believe 
that he is inspired by entirely praise- 
worthy motives. The plan that has been 
advanced is not perfect. It is bristling 
with difficulties ; but, at least, it is better 
than most of the rival schemes that have 


anxious to aveid anything in the nature of 
a mere replica of Dail Eireann. The 
system of election to the new body will 
be cumbersome, and may lead to some 
incongruous results, but we think that it 
represents-a sincere effort to establish a 
Second Chamber that will be a credit to 
the State. Experience, will enable the 
Government at a later stage to improve 
the system of election. The thing that 
really matters at the moment is the fact 
that Mr. de Valera has consented to the 
setting up of a Second Chamber of any 
kind.

ment has been embarrassed by the atten- 
tions of the former faction, but—for the 
past few weeks, at all events—he evidently 
has contrived to make his peace with it. 
His chief enemy at the moment is the 
irreconcilable element of the Palace. If 
we may judge from the despatches pub- 
lisk-1 in responsible English newspapers, 
King Farouk is no more inclined to 
democracy than was his father, King 
Fuad, and is equally determined to play 
a personal part—if government via a 
“ Palace” cvtérie can be described as 
personal—than was the dead monarch in 
the affairs of his country. It appears that 
a bill “ for safeguarding the Constitu- 
tion ” has been promulgated by Nahas 
Pasha’s Government. One point of this 
bill, according to the Cairo Correspondent 
of The Times, is that any Prime Minister 
who does not command a majority in 
Parliament on his appointment, and, in 
such circumstances, fails to hold a general 
election within the period prescribed by 
the Constitution, shall be liable to judicial 
proceedings. A similar measure was pro- 
jected in 1930, when Egypt was being 
ruled by a dictatorial Prime Minister, 
commanding authority in no name but the 
King’s, and was presented to King Fuad, 
who rejected it. There is no reason to 
suppose that the new bill will meet any 
better fate—and, in those -circumstances, 
Nahas Pasha is expected to offer his 
resignation. Happily or unhappily, he 
holds :"ne King and “ Palace gang” in a 
cleft stick. If Nahas, who is unquestion- 
ably the strongest man in Egypt to-day, 
resigrs, the King will not obtain, another 
constitutional Government without appall- 
ing difficulty. The Wafd—Nahas’s party— 
is far and away the largest group in Par- 
liament, and another election is likely to 
improve its position rather than to repair: 
the balance of pow Any attempt by 
the King to ove de the authority of 
Parliament and to set a “' Palace”’ 
Premier in office would give Nahas 
and his colleagues an opportunity to 
“campaign ” the country and to appeal 
for a decisive blow against the kingly 
power. The Correspondent of The Times 
sees a third course. He believes that 
another Wafdist might be put in Nahas’s 
place, and submits the name of Dr. 
Ahmed Maher, President of the Chamber 
of Deputies, who, though still a member 
of the party, is said to be ill inclined to 
Nahas’s particular policy. The question 
is not, “oí course, whether Dr. Ahmed 
Maher could command the confidence of 
the Chamber, but whether he could 
command the confidence of the country.

The New Government

Rumours in the War Office 


Mr. Hore-Belisha has been very busy 
at the War Office since he announced the 
formation of a new Army Council, and 
it is probable before long that he will 
announce a further reorganisation scheme. 
In his opinion, the staff at the War Office 
is too large, and he thinks that better 
results would be secured with a smaller, 
but more efficient, body. Changes are 
likely to take place in the course of the 
next three months, when a number of 
officers will be returned to their regiments, 
others placed on half pay, and a number 
be retired permanently.- In the cireum- 
stances it is scarcely surprising that the 
War Office is full of rumours. It is under- 
stood that the names cf the officers who 
are to fill the important posts made vacant 
by the changes in the Army Council will 
be published as soon as they have received 
approval by the King. The three vacant 
posts are Military Secretary, Commandant 
of the Staff College. and Commander of 
the 4th Division at Colchester, all’ poste 
usually held by Major Generals. Mayjor- 
General Alexander is expected to be one 
of the officers selected. He has had tho 
distinction of commanding his regiment, 
the Irish Guards, at the age of 37, and 
then went to the Staff College. He has 
just been given command of the lowshare 
Brigade in India, but he may be recalled 
to serve at home. 


Recruiting Vans 


In the quadrangle of Somerset House 
today was a van of the type which will 
be used by the R.A.F. to scour the villages 
and small towns of Britain for recruits. 
The Secretary for Air, Lord Swinton, 
asked to explain the need for the vans in 
view of the reported rush to join the 
R.A.F., said: ‘‘ We have to make a more 
intensive effort than was necessary when 
the programme of expansion began. There 
must be great numbers of men who want 
to join the R.A.F., but who do not know 
how to do it. That is why we ate send- 
ing out this fleet of vans and all the 
means of giving young fellows particulars 
of how to get into the service. A man will 
be able to get his warrant for joining up, 
and all he will have to do, haying signed 
the necessary forms, will be to have a 
medical examination at the, nearest 
recruiting dépét in a large town.’

THE PANAY 
OUTRAGE

The Times to-day, in the course of a 
eye article on the sinking of the 
United States gunboat Panay, says :—The 
aircraft withdrew when their murderous 
task was over. From the mud flats and 
reeds of the river bank the survivors saw 
them retufm to bomb two Standard Oil 
ships from a few hundred feet and set both 
on fire. It was left to a force of Japanese 
soldiers in a motor. boat to continue 
the attack on a disabled, helpless 
and abandoned neutral warship. They 
approached the sinking Panay, over which 
the Stars and Stripes still flew. They 
fired several shots at her before boardinz 
her, and are said to have fired at one of 
her two boats which was making the last 
of several hazardous trips between ship 
and shore with medical supplies and other 
comforts for the wounded, who lay in the 
mud in a pitiable plight. 

Their unchivalrous exploit has been 
denied at Tokyo, but the world now knows 
what value to put on that denial. It is 
difficult to conceive of a more wanton 
breach of the code of international law 
and the usages of civilised war. 
fare than was committed on the 
Yangtse on Sunday afternoon. That any 
of the crew and passengers. of the Panay 
survived is only due, according to our 
Special Correspondent, to the small size of 
the bombs used. The attack \.. executed 
in cold blood ; there had been no provoca- 
tion. The Panay was on her lawful 

She had anchored nesazly thirty 
miles above Nanking; she was flying the 
American flag; and, even if the pilot of 
the first Japanese aeroplane that attacked 
her did not see her distinguishing marks.

the United States of America 
by Mr. de Valera in the troubled 
days of 1920 and 1921 has now been 
paid off, and the official who has been 


for the purposes of winding up (Mr. 
Garth Healy) has returned to Dublin, 
bringing with him all the redeemed 
bonds, correspondence and records. 
Ever since the Free State has been estab. 
lished the Dail Eireann Bonds have been 
periodically before the public. Very early 
in its career they were the subject of litiga 
tion in the American courts, when the 
Free State Government sought to secure 
the custody of the money raised, on the 
ground that it was the legitimate successor 
of the Republic of Ireland, in whose name 
it was raised. Mr. de Valera strongly 
opposed this, and, ultimately, with a cer- 
tain amount of success. The courts de 
cided that the amount not spent in litiga- 
tion should be returned to the subscribers. 
_ Soon ,efter his party came into power 
in 1932 legislation was passed to redeem 
all the Bonds and repay the subscribers 
with interest. That work has now been 
completed. The original amount was, 
approximately. £1,000,000.

WOMAN RESCUED BY 
BRIGADE

BELFAST, Friday. 

Fire in a tenement to-night threatened 
to spread-to the whole of Smithfield, but 
was kept under control by a large force of 
fire brigade men. When the fire started 
most of the members of the six families 
living in the tenement were in the house, 
including a number of children, and 
when the brigade arrived two old 
women, Mrs. A. Carmen (72) and Mrs. 
M. Stack (70), were leaning from an 
upper window screaming for help. Mrs. 
Stack was rescued by a fireman who 
ascended a ladder to the window, and the 
other woman was taken down by the 
staircase by another fireman. 

Mr. J. Murphy took five children, of 
ages varying from three to twelve years, 
from the upper parts of the house into 
the street. 

Mrs. Stack and Mrs. Carmen were taken 
to hospital suffering from shock and burns. 

A woman named Leach, who was on 
holiday with one of the families in the 
house, became panic-stricken ani jumped 
from a second sterey windew. She was 
saved from injury by a Post Office van, on 
which she landed. The inhabitants of, .he 
‘house were greatly alarmed by the flames 
and smoke, but no one was injured except 
the two old women. 

For a time the fire looked as if it would 
spread to the neighbouring houses, and 
so to the rest of the street, but after a

On the motion for the adjournment,

said that although there was again and 
again an opportunity to discuss problems 
which vitally affected the interests of the 
country the Government had deliberately 
prevented the House from discussing 
them. 

Could anybody look forward with any 
great pleasure to Christmas? Their export 
trade was still in the same muddle inio 
which the Government had deliberately 
plunged it five years ago. Everywhere 
they looked they saw agricultural depres- 
sion. The cattle trade had been almost 
destroyed, and, at one period, deliberately 
destroyed, by the Government. The dairy- 
ing industry Was in a muddle, and the 
pig industry was equally in a muddle. 
There was a lamentable decline in the 
poultry and egg industry. All branches 
of agricultuie were in as bad a position 
as they possibly could be. 

The condition of the main branches of 
industry was as unstable and unsound as 
the country could stand, and it could not 
stand it much longer. Where was the 
Government tillage policy, which was to 
compensate for the destruction of the 
cattle trade. Were they now any closer to 
economic self-sufficiency than when all 
this business was begun. Was the 
Minister for Agriculture satisfied with his 
wheat policy after his experience of the 
past twelve months, with the fall in the 
acreage of wheat and a decline in the 
quality. Was that wheat policy a sub- 
stitute for the destruction of the wealth of 
the country that the Government had been 
deliberately engaged in? 


INDUSTRIAL UNREST - 


The cost of living was going up, not 
because there was a demand for their 
goods from outside, and it was keeping 
pace not with their increase in trade or 
wealth, but in their decrease in wealth 
and the continued destruction of their 
trade. What was the position in industry? 
They had factories started every day with- 
out any plan or scheme, and factories 
recently established were already working 
part-time. They had industrial unrest, 
strikes as a result of the intolerable condi- 
tions brought about by Government 
policy. They were asking for industrial 
unrest when they increased the cost of 
living and did not increase the wages of 
the workers. 

Then they had increased emigration. 
The Government thought that by denying 
plain facts they could cover the situation, 
but the fact was that the people were 
flying from the land and from the country. 
They were told that the number of people 
on the unemployment registers were down, 
but that was only because the people were 
going to England. The Government 
would not even face the facts and admit 
that there was a problem to be solved. 
Some time before there had been a state- 
ment from a person not as highly placed 
as the President, but very close to him, 
that there was a settlement of the economic 
war coming, and that it would be a good 
settlement. Last year the same thing was 
said, and the same rumour would pro- 
bably be started this year. The time must 
come when a settlement must be reached, 
It was impossible that the time would not 
come when there would be a settlement, 
but every year that it went on meant an 
infliction of severe loss on the country. 


CHAOS EVERYWHERE 


They had had coal-cattle pacts, but the 
Government was beginning to realise that 
the country could not long be satisfied 
with these, and that something more far- 
reaching would be required, and that no 
pride of party or individual could stand 
in the way of it. Opportunity after oppor- 
tunity had been thrown away. Only 
recently it was announced that those who 
signed the Ottawa Agreement had 
obtained an increase in their trade of over 
40 per cent. This country had lost over 
40 per cent. of its trade as a result of the 
President quashing the agreement that 
was arrived at in Ottawa. No wonder the 
had agriculture in the condition in which 
it was, industrial unrest and chaos every- 
where. The President had bronght the 
country to the last gasp. 


THE, OPPOSITE VIEW 


Mr. C. MEANEY (F.F., Cork, North) 
said that the Government was to be con- 
gratulated on the progress it had made 
with the national social, industrial and 
economic policies.

WIDOWS’ PENSIONS 


Mr. BRODERICK (U.L, Galway) said if 
it were not for the policy of Fianna Fail they 
would not have need for so many widows’ and 
orphans’ pensions.

Legitimate loading and unload- 
ing of vehicles are exempted frum the by- 
laws provided it is established that actual 
loading and unloading is being cartied 
out. It was found that the principal 
cause of congestion in the streets was the 
standing of cars there for unreasonable 


periods. 
STANDING CARS 


‘In fact,’ stated Assistant Commis 
sioner Brennan, “the streeta, have been 
turned into garages, and we gonsider that 
it is the duty of the police to remove all 
‘possible causes of obstructivn before 


such as the widening of streets and the 
demolition of buildings. al 

‘Tt was their duty to see-that the strects 
were used for a legitimate purp¢se.”’

A private saloon car broke throvgh a 
chain -stretched across the roadway at 
Sculcoates Bridge, Hull, last night, fell 
into the River Hull, and sank.
